University, Washington, D. C. , to prepare for the Methodist ministry. He allegedly , * 
received the degree of Bachelor of Divinity in 1941, but declined ordination. He is ariO 
advocate of nonviolent resistance in racial matters. He was one of the 13 Freedom <N, f ^ 
Riders aboard the Greyhound Bus which was burned in Anniston, Alabama, in May, 19Q1>|* 
He has been arrested several times in connection with his racial activities. Indie atidh^.'.,

( appears that Williams was one of the first persons to be contacted by LeRoy Moton, the 
20-year-old colored boy who was traveling with Mrs. Liugzo at the time she was 
murdered. Williams told the reporters about what Moton related concerning the shooting

Numerous attempts to interview him proved futile and 
eventually he advised he was not available for interview and we learned that his complaint 
was based on hearsay. While speaking at a rally in California in December, 1963, he 
stayed at the home of the well®known communist leader, Frank Wilkinson. 


Congressman George W, Andrews has been a good friend to the Bureau for 
many years and we have had frequent contacts with him in matters of mutual interest.
